BERLIN (£)— Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
challenged the Chinese Communists today to mend their 
ways if they want to stay in the Soviet camp and said 
Communist policy cannot be based on war. 


Khrushchev did not call the Red Chinese by name. 
He used the fiction of attacking their Albanian allies. 


Pouring scorn on Peking’s war-and-peace theories, 
Khrushchev warned the East 
German 
Communist 
party’s 
sixth congress that commun­ 
ists cannot win in a nuclear 
war. Such a conflict, he said, 
would bring unimaginable de­ 
struction and death in the 
world. 
. Speaking clearly in the con­ 
text of his argument with Pe­ 
king over war and peace as it 
applies to Communist cxpan- 
s i o n . 
Khrushchev 
pleaded 
that the fight for peace was 
the “prime task for socialism.” 
DEPARTS FROM TEXT 
He departed from his text 
and waved his arms as he de­ 
clared: 
“Russian Communists never 
started a war to carry com­ 
munism to victory. Some who 
Call themselves Marxists and 
Leninists want to win Social­ 
ist victories by war.”

Crouching over his micro­ 
phones with his eyes flash­ 
ing, Castro declared it is the 
duty of revolutionary leaders 
to rally the masses for com­ 
bat.

“It is the masses who make 
history and to make history it 
is necessary to bring the mass­ 
es to battle.” he shouted in a 
televised 
speech 
monitored 
here. 
“We don’t deny the possi­ 
bility of a peaceful transition 
although we are still awaiting 
the first case,” he said. 
Addressing a congress of 
American women meeting in 
Havana, Castro told the dele­ 
gates their duty is to fight. 
The Congress, which drew 
delegates from many American 
nations — reportedly including 
the United States and Canada 
—has been conferring for five 
days on women's rights and 
revolutionary duties. Observ­ 
ers were on hand from Europe 
and Asia. Castro’s talk climaxed 
the meeting. 
If Cuba had waited a peace­ 
ful transition, he said, the na­ 
tion still would be under the 
dictatorship of Fulgencio Ba­ 
tista. 
WOOD ON FIRE 
“That is what they did in Al­ 
geria and that is what the pa­ 
triots are doing in South Viet 
Nam. It is necessary to throw 
the masses into the fight with 
direct tactics,” he added. 
Castro said Cuba had no in­ 
tention of “throwing wood on 
the fire” of the Communist 
split but feels a duty to fight 
for unity with the methods of 
Marxism-Leninism. 
“The liberating movement is 
fighting in Angola, in Viet 
Nam, in Latin America and this 
fight needs all the united force 
of the Socialist camp,” he said. 
Castro did not mention Red 
China or the Soviet Union by 
name but left no doubt that he 
had reference to the deep 
ideological differences which 
have arisen between the two 
major Communist powers. 


Budget Battle Shaping Up 


WASHINGTON UB—.A thundering battle 
of the budget appears to be shaping up in 
Congress. 
Its outcome may determine how much of 
President John F. Kennedy’s proposed tax 
cuts and welfare legislation will get through. 
Kennedy will present to Congress tomor­ 
row a budget of around 99 billion dollars. 
It will be accompanied by a Treasury estimate 
that the spending involved would add more 
than 10 billion dollars to the deficit in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 
No one in the administration regards it 
as a happy circumstance that the president 
will have to report so much possible spend­ 
ing at a time he is asking Congress to slice 
about six billion dollars off of tax receipts 
in the same year. 
The reaction could affect his whole three- 
year, 13.5 billion dollar tax reduction pro­ 


gram. It could spell painful progress for wel­ 
fare proposals he said Monday in his State 
of the Union message “we cannot afford to 
postpone.” 
Budget balancing has been a highly touted 
but non-effective activity in Congress in the 
last few years when defense and space ex­ 
penditures have been pushing through the 
roof. 


There is clear evidence that the old econ­ 
omy alliance of Republicans and conservative 
Democrats is being rewelded to oppose Ken­ 
nedy domestic proposals such as those for 
establishment of a youth conservation corps, 
a domestic peace corps and large-scale aid to 
education. 
The president’s program for Social Secur­ 
ity-financed heamlth care for the elderly falls 
into a somewhat different category. It would 
put an added tax take on individuals at a time 


when Kennedy is asking that their Income 
taxes be lowered. 
To Senate Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen of Illinois 
and 
House 
Republican 
Leader Charles A. Halleck of Indiana, all of 
this adds up to a situation that seems to be 
made to order for them. 
If Congress is going to cut taxes, they say, 
then why shouldn’t it also clamp down on 
what they contend are costly programs that 
can wait a while? They have some solid back­ 
ing for this 
position among 
conservative 
Democrats. 


Kennedy has promised 
“a manageable 
budgetary deficit.” He said this can be ac­ 
complished by “postponement of many desixv 
able programs,” absorption of federal pay 
raises by reducing personnel, termination of 
some installations and substitution of private 
for public credit in some instances.

Ball is reporting to President

Adenauer. It was understood 
that he was able to report the 
prospect for general coopera­ 
tion of the NATO nations are 
good in spite of the French 
stand.

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AFTER CANCER DESTROYED VOICE 
How Actor Learned To Talk 


Bv RICHARD CARBONEAU 
Actor William Gargan, fa­ 
miliar to television viewers as 
“Martin Kane, Private Eye,” is 
playing a new role with a new 
voice. 
Gargan, who lost his natural 
voice more than two years ago 
due to cancer of the larynx, 
has become a missionary for 
the American Cancer Society 
in its fight to defeat the dis­ 
ease. 
“If I could afford it. I’d be a 
volunteer the rest of my life,” 
said 
the 
red-haired, 
ruddy­ 
faced screen and television vet­ 
eran, who visited Marin yester­ 


day on a tour for the cancer 
society. 
Gargan’s new voice is one he 
had to develop through the 
help of the cancer society. He 
makes his words by swallow­ 
ing air and releasing it in such 
a way as to vibrate the upper 
esophagus. 
He 
b r e a t h e s 
through a hole in the front of 
his neck. 
Cancer necessitated removal 
of Gargan’s larynx. The afflic­ 
tion comprises about 3 to 5 per 
cent of all cancer cases, and 
occurs most frequently among 
men 60 or older. 
“I had no voice at all,” said 


Gargan. “I l e a r n e d to talk 
about four months after the 
operation.” 
Gargan spends as much time 
as he can traveling the coun­ 
try for the cancer society, urg- 
iig people to have medical ex­ 
aminations and s e e k e a r l y 
treatment of cancer. 
He specifically tries to en­ 
courage laryngectomy patients 
to learn to talk by alternate 
means, the way he and many 
others have done. 
While in San Rafael yester­ 
day, Gargan recorded a radio 
interview with KTIM’s Mary 
Dean Kingery. He talked with 


newsmen in a tone which was 
deep and gutteral, but which 
was easy to understand. 
Accompanying Gargan in the 
interview was Harry Hinckley 
of 444 Alameda de la Loma, 
Novato, a painter and Navy 
veteran, who also learned to 
talk without his larnyx because 
of cancer surgery. 
Gargan believes he may con­ 
tinue his acting career. He has 
done television interviews, and 
he thinks audiences w o u l d 
quickly overlook the sound of 
his voice. 
“Two or three writers are 
working on some angles and 


ideas,” Gargan said. 
But Gargan would rather di$- 
cuss cancer than his own ca­ 
reer, which now consists of 
working in motion picture pro­ 
duction. 


‘‘I feel that one in three peo­ 
ple can be saved,” he said. 
With the cancer society’s ef­ 
forts, he believes a cure might 
be found at any time. 


‘‘But we have the drug,” he 
said. “The drug is communica­ 
tion. Early detection is the only 
weapon. The cure is there; it’s 
up to the people to do some­ 
thing about it.”

Rheumatoid Arthritis Suffers 


Free help by specialists on a 
volume basis for sufferers of 
rheumatoid arthritis is to be 
planned tomorrow by the Na­ 
tional Foundation and Marin 
doctors. 
The foundation’s represen­ 
tatives and seven physicians 


will meet to organize a series 
of evaluation clinics in which 
treatment will be prescribed 
for patients referred by their 
own doctors.

He said mail fraud is on the 
Increase and “experience has 
shown that certain schemes 
have particular appeal to elder­ 
ly citizens, many of whom have 
been victimized by these pro­ 
motions.” 
There were 524 convictions 
for mail fraud during 1962. an 
increase of 21.6 per cent over 
the previous year, Montague 
said.

100.000 Workers Idled In Strikes

More than 100,000 workers 
were idled across the land to­ 
day 
by 
transit, 
waterfront, 
newspaper and other strikes af­ 
fecting millions of persons. 
A million Philadelphia com­ 
muters had to find other means 
of transportation. In Kansas 
City, Mo., 100.000 bus riders 
faced a possible strike. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
persons still were without a 
local 
newspaper to read, in 
New York, after 40 days, and 
in Cleveland, after 47 days. 
An administration 
official 
hinted at possible White House 


intervention in the waterfront 
strike that paralyzed shipping 
from Maine to Texas. 
The 5,600 members of the 
Transport Workers Union, AFL 
CIO, 
walked 
out 
yesterday 
against the Philadelphia Trans­ 
portation 
Co. 
over manage­ 
ment’s insistence on eliminat­ 
ing a “ no-layoff” clause which 
permits dismissal only for in­ 
competence. 
The 
strikers operate 
and 
maintain bus, trolley and sub­ 
way-elevated lines. A fact-find­ 
ing committee of three federal 
circuit judges bowed out of 
the dispute and said they be­ 


lieved they could servre “no 
useful purpose.” 
Leaders of the transit work­ 
ers union were to meet today 
in Kansas City to decide wheth­ 
er to call a strike. Gov. John 
Dalton seized the transit com­ 
pany when workers went on 
strike 14 months ago, but the 
Missouri Supreme Court freed 
the firm yesterday. 
In New York, Asts. Secre­ 
tary of Labor James Reynolds 
told negotiators for the strik­ 
ing 
International 
Longshore­ 
men’s Assn. (ILA) and the New 
York Shipping Assn. that he 
will ask President John F. Ken­ 


nedy to take action unless 
there is “substantial progress" 
in negotiations today.

One change in the plates 
this year—the first new ones 
since 1956. and designed to 
last 10 years—is the presence 
of the letters I, Q and 0. Left 
off in 1956 because they are 
easily confused with num­ 
bers one and zero, they are 
used this year in the first 
two spots but not in the 
third, next to the first num­ 
ber. 
As a result, the new issue 
made possible 15 and one-half 
million combinations, compared 
to about 13 million in the ’56 
series. 
The list of possible combina­ 
tions was sent to the Univer­ 
sity of California’s language 
department, which screened it 
for objectionable combinations 
in seven of the most common 
foreign languages used in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
The motor vehicle people 
further scrutinized the list to 
drop obviously objectionable 
combinations, 
including 
“ ob­ 
scene’’ words or words that 
could be confused with obscene 
words, and w'ords with deroga­ 
tory racial meanings. 
Curt Hopkins, a public rela­ 
tions officer for the depart­ 
ment, admits “ The department 
has received some complaints.” 
“ Some p e o p l e feel too 
many combinations w e r e 
omitted. Others believe we 
should have omitted some 
that were not omitted. Need­ 
less to say, it’s difficult to 
please everyone.” 
Hopkins explained that if 
plates are mutilated or lost in 
1963, new ones with new num­ 
bers will be issued. The depart­ 
ment at present is mulling put­ 
ting out duplicate plates with 
the same numbers as the lost 
or unusable ones. 
“ There is a possibility this 
may be put into effect in 
1964,” Hopkins says. The fee 
for replacing plates is $2 for 
two plates. If plates are dam­ 
aged beyond use, or one is 
unusable and the other us­ 
able, the usable one must be 
turned in. 
Here are a few printable 
combinations banned: 
ALE, BAD, BAG, BAH, BED, 
BEG, BET, BUM, BUT, CAD, 
CAN, DAM, DDT, DEW, DUD. 
FAT, GEE, GOD, GYP, HAD,

SOT, YEP, YES.

Ammunition tunnels dug in­ 
to a San Francisco hillside just 
after t h e Spanish-American 
War have been converted to 
the needs of the nuclear war­ 
fare age through the ingenuity 
of a Novato man, Maj.

1 oz. raisins (optional) 
3 oz. warm milk 
7 oz. whole eggs 
1 oz. small yeast cake 
SYRUP 
Boil 4 cups of sugar with 2 
cups of water, remove from 
the fire, and add 2 cups of 
good rum or other liquor to 
suit your taste, if sweet liquor 
is used remove part of the su­ 
gar to compensate. 
To saturate the cakes: place 
hot cakes in cold syrup, and 
baste, or place cold cakes in 
hot syrup, and baste till thor­ 
oughly soaked. 
Dissolve yeast in warm milk,

Artist Visits 24 South Sea Islands

There are many reasons why 
Mill Valley’s noted artist Helen 
Gapen Oehler has unusual ex­ 
periences on her world travels. 


The most important one is 
that she is a “good sport” and 
the exact opposite of the notor­ 
ious “Ugly American.” 


Having returned from her 
nine weeks’ trip to the South 
Seas just in time for the holi­ 
days, Helen Oehler is finding 
it difficult to think about paint­ 
brushes and canvas instead of 
flowers, shells and primitive 
art objects and ceremonies. 


Her participation on the re­ 
mote island of Yanuya in the 
famous Yagona welcome cere- 
m o n y — practiced by natives 
throughout the South Seas — 
proves her right to the “Good 
Sport” title. 


The ceremony, she explain­ 
ed, is a lengthy one in which 
one drinks a foul tasting liquid 
concocted from the juice of 
Yagona weed and water mixed 
in a Kava bowl. 


“In a tour party,” she said, 
“it is acceptable if one mem­ 
ber volunteers to drink the aw­ 
ful stuff— so I did. I managed 
to get it down, and I didn’t get 
sick.” 


One of Mrs. Oehler’s most 
treasured mementoes of the 
trip is one of these Kava bowls 
which she now uses as a salad 
bowl. In place of the usual 
spoon and fork to go with it, 
she has a set of “cannibal 
picks.” These are the kind of 
forks used by cannibals such a 
little while ago when eating 


“long 
pig,” 
as 
they 
called 
white men. 
There are many waters of 
liquid 
sapphire 
or 
emerald 
that caress white sands, palms 
waving above the sea, but not 
many places where the white 
man has never trod,” Mrs. Oeh­ 
ler continued. “Nevertheless, 
there are still small islands in­ 
habited by people that recent­ 
ly might have boiled you as 
“long pig” who now welcome 
the white man. 


“ON ONE ISLAND I shook 
hands with about 200 natives 
who sometimes, in their ferver 
used both hands at once, and, 
believe me, they put their heart 
into it.” 
Mrs. Oehler’s trip covered 
17,500 flying miles to 24 inhab­ 
ited islands in everything from 
large 
jets 
to 
two-passenger 
jobs, seaplanes, cruisers, din- 
gies, launches, outrigger ca­ 
noes with and without motors 
as well as private automobiles 
and public buses. 
She visited Australia, New 
ealaZnd, Tasmania, Fiji, both 
Samoas and Tahiti and lesser 
known and harder ones to get 
to like Yanuya, the Manelukes, 
Tonga, Kanavu and Yasawa. 
Among specially lovely ones, 
she thought, were Bora Bora, 
Little Tahiti and Moorea, her 
favorite. 
“Many travelers,” she said, 
“are unwilling to suffer the 
hardships necessary to put the 
remote places on their itiner­ 
aries. 


“QUEEN SALOTI, whom we 
sat with in church, told our 
party she wasn’t going to per­ 


mit a hotel to be built on Ton-1 
ga, for hers were a happy and j 
friendly people, and she said 
she had seen c o r r u p t i o n 
brought by the white men else­ 
where. On another island we 
heard no air strip would be 
countenanced to ‘spoil’ it. 
“If people of cultivation and 
understanding want to come, 
let them suffer a little to get 
there for full appreciation, was 
the attitude,” she explained. 


“THE CRUISE through the 
beautiful islands of the Great 
Barrier Reef was one of those 
things that etched a line in my 
memory deep beyond forget­ 
ting. 
“Many stops were made so 
that we were able to ‘fossick­ 
ing’ (beachcombing) for shells 
and coral, as well as for bath­ 
ing, 
fishing and snorkeling. 
Glass bottom boats go to coral 
beds and walks on the reef it­ 
self are possible for the time 
the tides allow. 
“It was really startling to 
see nothing but the sea where 
we had walked on the reefs 
only a few minutes before. 
That’s why timing on these 
trips is of the utmost import­ 
ance.” 


MRS. OEHLER is especially 
proud of the many leis of tiny 
shells given her by various 
chiefs. And she cherishes the 
larger shells she collected her­ 
self, as well as the coral she 
found when swimming under 
water with snorkel and face 
mask. 
One of her most extraordi­ 
nary experiences was actually 
seeing turtles called out of the 


sea when the natives of the vil- j 
lage of Namuana sang a legend­ 
ary song.

Skroktotem made like a sk u l\ 
—Skroktotems were buried by 
the Australian aborigines in a 
tree coffin with their dead— 
the artist commented. “Just see 
how the designs and wonderful 
ochres and burnt sienna colors 
are like those in the shells. 
“Another interesting exper­ 
ience was visiting in West Sa­ 
moa in the house of Vaias J. 
Alailima, a chief who had been 
educated in the United States. 
His wife, Fay G. Calkins, who 
has a Ph.D. degree from the 
University of Chicago, has just 
had her book, “My Samoan 
Chief,” published by Double­ 
day. 
“In Samoa it was so strange,” 
Mrs. Oehler said, “to look right 
into the wall-less homes and 
see all of the family going j 
about their daily pursuits. It 
was like looking into a stage 
set. 
I 
“ON FIJI, we were interest- i 
ed to see how? the villages com­ 
pete for prizes in cleanliness 
and landscaping.” 
During the trip she had sev­ 
eral 
of 
those 
well 
known 
“small-world’’ experiences. 
“One was finding a chap 
from Santa Rosa in charge of 
the bookmobile given to West 
Samoa by the United States,” 
she said. “Another was seeing 
in Canberra the Jeff De Fragas 
who lived in Mill Valley when 
he was press attache to the 
Australian consul in San Fran­ 
cisco. 


“And 
in Wellington, New 
Zealand. I was a guest of the 
Spencer Radfords, who are spe­ 
cial friends of Dr. and Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Pemberton of Mill Valley. 
There, other homes were also 
opened in entertainment by 
people who had stopped in Mill 
Valley on their travels. 
The lack of crime and high 
level of education in 
some 
places were other points of in­ 
terest to Mrs. Oehler. 


“IN TAHITI policemen de­ 
liver the mail because there is 
not much for them to do,” she 
said. 
She was surprised at the 
elaborate ceremonies in con- 
i nection with the celebration of 
the 80th anniversary of the uni- 
i versity in Tonga. 
Graduates 
dating back to before the turn 
of the century participated in 
the 
parade, 
and 
there 
was 
feasting and dancing by sets of 
tw'o to three hundred dancers 
at a time,” she recalled. 


“WE WERE bowled over by 
the young boys who would 
crowd around us asking about 
the Russian and Cuban situa­ 
tion. 
“And there is much music in 
choruses of fine voices sung 
to accompaniment of pounding 
of bamboo poles of different 
lengths that sound like organ 
! pipes. 


“THE SOUTH SEAS are a 
fun trip,” Mrs. Oehler conclud­ 
ed. “There is so much beauty, 
| hospitality 
and 
friendliness, 
| such w o r r y - f r e e days and

“And there is real feeling in 
I the emotion-packed farewells.”

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Clausen Is Best Qualified 
Candidate For Congress Seat 


There has been so much smoke and 
so many red herrings dragged across 
the path of the candidates for Congress 
in next Tuesday's special election that 
the real issues have become clouded. 
The basic decision is the selection of 
a man to represent Marin and the First 
Congressional District in Washington. 


It seems clear that we need a man 
who knows the district and its problems. 
This eliminates one of the candidates 
right away. One of the Democratic can­ 
didates doesn't live in the d i s t r i c t , 
doesn't know the problems here at all 
and has as his platform, the promise 
that he'll do what the residents of the 
district want him to do. 


We do not think that the candidacy of 
John C. Stuart should receive the seri­ 
ous consideration of the voters of Marin 
County, not even as a protest vote. 
The second thing we need in a con­ 
gressman is a man able to think for him­ 
self one with experience in government 
who has had to stand up to making deci­ 
sions when the chips were down. 


We don’t know whether Democrat 
William F. Grader can think for him­ 
self. Mostly his campaign and platform 
has been a weak imitation of the late 
Clem Miller’s. It's been based on “I 
helped Clem with this," and “I helped 
Clem with that.” Maybe he does have 
ideas of his own, but they haven't been 
evident. 
And he is absolutely inexperienced 
in government. He never has had to 
make a single decision of whether to 
vote “yes” or “no'’ on the expenditure 
of public money. He has never had to 
decide whether to oppose or support a 
measure, he's always just asked where 
Clem stood and that was good enough 
for him. 
We don't think Grader has proved 
himself ready to be our congressman. 
That leaves only one other candidate, 
Republican Donald H. Clausen. How 
does he stand up to these and other cri­ 
teria? 
He's the only one of the three born 
and raised in the district. He was a lead­ 
er in a reform movement that rid Del 
Norte County of vice and corruption 
which had plagued it for years. In this 
fight he won election to the Board of

Supervisors and carried on until the 
plague was removed. 
Still a supervisor, he has personally 
been involved in the problems of wel­ 
fare recipients, of the unemployed, of 
lumber and other industries, of agricul­ 
ture, of roads and highways, of taxation, 
of conservation and of having to make 
up his mind whether to vote “yes" or 
“no.” 
There is hardly anything, with the 
possible exception of defense and space 
problems, which he will meet in Wash­ 
ington which he hasn’t already wrestled 
with on the smaller field of county gov­ 
ernment. And having been a Naval avia­ 
tor in World War II, he is not totally un­ 
acquainted in these fields. 
But can he think for himself? The 
program he has been explaining to the 
voters, the need for a strong local gov­ 
ernmental foundation to assure a strong 
federal government, should answer that 
question. But more specifically, here’s 
an example of what he not only thinks 
up. but goes out and does: 
Living in a community with no rail­ 
road and undeveloped highways, where 
many people fly on short trips, Clausen 
developed and put into operation an 
aviation ground school for high school 
students. It has been tremendously suc­ 
cessful and become a model for similar 
classes in many other areas. This activ­ 
ity has brought an added blessing: The 
boys involved in his aviation c l a s s e s 
have marked up a clean record, no de­ 
linquency. 
Certainly he has ideas: For a volun­ 
tary medical care program under an in­ 
surance program which eventually can 
be expanded to cover not only the aged, 
but medical care for everyone wishing 
it; for tax reform which would ease the 
drain on the property owner and return 
more money and power to the states and 
counties; for development of our nat­ 
ural resources, like Point R e y e s Na­ 
tional Seashore, streams and harbors of 
the First District; for strong home rule 
in education, a favorable atmosphere 
for business and agriculture so there 
will be more jobs, and tax cuts which 
will not increase the national debt. 
That's the kind of a man we think 
should represent us in Washington. We 
urge you to vote for Don Clausen at the 
special election next Tuesday.

WASHINGTON—When you 
look at the first news from 
Congress, there can be no 
doubt that something happen­ 
ed on the way to the forum. 
Both Democrats and Republi­ 
cans 
apparently 
considered 
the election returns—and act­ 
ed accordingly. 
Two unexpected things hap­ 
pened and there has to be 
some explanation b e h i n d 
them. 
First, 
the 
administration 
scored a decisive victory in 
winning congressional approv­ 
al for the 15-member House 
Rules Committee by a vote of 
235-to-196, and in doing so 
won many Southern Demo­ 
cratic votes which had gone 
against the administration on 
the same issue two years ago. 


SECONDLY, THE younger 
Republicans 
in 
the 
House, 
who want their party to get 
moving again, scored a decis­ 
ive victory in placing one of 
their number — Rep. Gerald 
Ford of Michigan — in the 
chairmanship of the House 
Republican 
Conference and 
in increasing their number on 
the Republican Policy Com­ 
mittee. 
In overturning the wishes 
of the old-line party leader­ 
ship by a vote of 86-to-78, they 
served notice that if Minority 
Leader Charles Halleck docs 
not pay more attention to the 
positive-minded moderate Re­ 
publicans, his own position is 
going to be in danger. 


I COUNT BOTH of these ac­ 
tions to be good. They will 
contribute to a better func­ 
tioning and a more respon­ 
sible Congress. They are a be­ 
ginning expression of the les­ 
son of the November election. 
Neither of these two ac­ 
tions were fought on liberal- 
conservative grounds. But this 
issue underlaid the voting. 
Kennedy’s program is not 


going to have an “all systems 
go” signal because of the 
Rules victory, but one road­ 
block has been substantially 
cleared so that the Rules Com­ 
mittee will more nearly re­ 
flect the wishes of Congress 
than the will of a few com­ 
mittee members. This is why 
I 
believe 
the 
15-member 
Rules Committee means a bet­ 
ter functioning Congress. 
Similarly the revolt of the 
younger Republicans was not 
primarily a liberal-conserva­ 
tive controversy. It was a vote 
for a more animate Republi­ 
can Party and against a leth­ 
argic, 
negative, 
just - vote- 
against-the-President Republi­ 
can Party. 


THERE WERE MANY con­ 
servatives as well as more lib­ 
eral 
Republicans 
in 
the 
“young 
Republican revolt.” 
Their objective was not ideo­ 
logical. They just want the 
party to stand for something, 
not just against something. 
W hether or not this revolt 
reaches to the top leadership 
of the Republican Party de­ 
pends, as one of the younger 
Republican architects of the 
revolt 
remarked, 
on 
“how 
Charlie 
Halleck 
reads 
the 
signs and portents.” Halleck 
can read very well; he likes 
his job; my guess would be 
that, not being able to lick the 
revolters, he may well join 
them.

LAGOS, Nigeria (UPP — The 
sign on the green and yellow 
stand beside the h i g h w a y 
reads: “Afro-American Drive- 
in—Eat.” 
In a forest of palms and 
towering African cottonwoods 
the drive-in stands as a symbol 
of private enterprise, self-re­ 
liance, and the determ ination 
of an American missionary, 
Kathryn Dick. 


Behind this new business 
venture is the story of Miss 
Dick, daughter of a Menno- 
nite minister who was born 
in Munich, N.D. Now grey­ 
haired at 54. Miss Dick came 
to Nigeria 32 years ago as 
a missionary of the Sudan 
Interior Mission. 
She has 
stayed on to raise her “fam­ 
ily” of Nigerian orphans and 
to instill in them a measure 
of her own grit and spirit.

Nine of the “family” are 
studying in the United States, 
five are in England and two 
more girls are going. 
With 
help from the “family,” they 
put themselves through school. 
Jam es and Sam, who own 
the farm, are agriculture grad­ 
uates from Texas A. and M., 
and Miss Dick says they are 
the only two agriculture grad­ 
uates in Nigeria today who 
have rolled up their sleeves 
and 
started 
farm ing 
rather 
than putting on a white shirt 
and going into a government 
ministry. 


When Miss Dick first ar­ 
rived in Nigeria, she and 
another girl m i s s i o n a r y 
hiked 80 miles through the 
bush to their post at Oro 
Agor, north of Ilorin. There 
they started a girls’ school— 
at a time when women’s edu­ 
cation was virtually unknown 
in 
Nigeria—then 
a 
boys’ 
school and finally an orphan­ 
age. 


“Seventy-five per cent of the 
girls were runaways from child 


Moslem and pagan m arriages,” 
Miss Dick recalls. “Those worn- 
en are the leaders in the Chris­ 
tian community there today.” 
In those days, the infant 
m ortality rate was 90 per cent 
in Nigeria, and the two girls, 
neither of them doctors or 
even nurses, began delivering 
babies with the aid of a medi­ 
cal book. 
“Among the first 200 we 
never lost a one,’’ Miss Dick 
says. 
A nother problem was 
or­ 
phans. If a m other died, it was 
taboo under native custom for 
another woman to nurse the 
baby. 
Most of the orphans 
starved. So, in 1933, the girls 
acquired their first orphan. 
Cows’ milk was scarce, too, 
but they could get some. They 
had to fashion the ripple for 
their bottle from the inner 
tube of a bicycle tire. 


The two girl missionaries 
often 
taught 
school 
with 
babies in their arms, for it 
was also taboo for the school­ 
girls to care for the infants. 
Gradually that taboo broke 
down, and each girl had an 
orphan baby to care for. As 
the orphanage grew, aban­ 


doned children from broken 
homes came, too. 


To give the children a sense 
of belonging, each “belonged” 
to a missionary or a missionary 
family and that is how Miss 
Dick’s “family” began. Today 
she says it num bers around 
“six dozen.” 
“The children were brought 
up in the Am erican way,” she 
says. 
“They were taught to 
work and taught to be inde­ 
pendent.’’ 
Each child had his own ac­ 
count book. Each contributed 
so much of his small earnings 
outside school and each was 
paid so much for his family 
chores. During the school va­ 
cations, those who were old 
enough went out to work where 
they could. And they brought 
their money home. 
Miss Dick left the orphanage 
in 1952 and for the next four 
years was woman’s editor of 
t h e African Challenge, the 
Sudan Interior Mission news­ 
paper. 
Then she was a field 
worker for two more years, 
boys, Jam es Jolayemi and Sam 
Gbadeyan, were studying agri­ 
culture at Texas A. and M. 
They wanted to buy a farm as 


a home for the “family” and to 
run a youth camp American 
style. 


So Miss Dick began hunt- 
ing for a site. She found one 
b e s i d e the Lagos-Ibadan 
Highway, built herself a cor­ 
rugated iron shack on the 
property, moved in and wait­ 
ed for the boys to come 
home. 
They came two years ago, 
rolled up their sleeves and, 
with the help of the younger 
boys, began clearing the farm 
and 
building 
the 
buildings. 
When they went to work with 
their hands, instead of taking 
the government jobs offered to 
them, 
“people thought they 
were daft,” Miss Dick says. 
W hat they wanted was a 
chicken 
farm 
and 
a 
youth 
camp. Today they’ve got both. 
Their farm has 500 layers, 
1,000 broilers, and incubators 
and all the necessary buildings. 
The youth camp, all run by 
the “family,” can accommodate 
50 children. Jam es and Sam 
have blood families of their 
own this time, 75 of the bigger 
“family’’ is still there and Miss 
Dick is starting a new one with 
two sets of baby girl twins. 


The 
“family” does every­ 
thing for itself. 
It provides 
the meals for the camp, it 
clears the forest, it builds the 
buildings (40 so far), it farms 
the farm. A $10,000 a year op­ 
eration now, it is not yet self- 
supporting, but aims to be 
within two more years. Mean­ 
while, 
support 
comes 
from 
about 10 churches in the Unit­ 
ed States; Miss Dick calls them 
“our people.” 
The proceeds from the do­ 
nated money will go into youth 
work. 
As 
for the 
farm, 
James 
squints against the sun from 
underneath his baseball cap 
and says he aims at 10,000 lay­ 
ers. 


As soon as there is money 
enough, there will be a deep 
freezer for the drive-in, run 
by the younger children, so 
they can begin serving hot 
dogs and hamburgers. 


“They want to make money 
for their youth work,” Miss 
Dick says. “And we’re out to 
demonstrate that no matter 
how small you are, you can get 
someplace, like we do in Amer­ 
ica.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — A fun- 
spoiling scientist has put the 
scientific kibosh on the most- 
favored “health” argum ent of 
drinking people. 
This is the 
“congeners’1 argument. 
It runs two contradictory 
ways. One is that the congen­ 
ers of alcoholic beverages make 
the 
liver fatty 
rather than 
their alcohol. The other is that 
some congeners prevent the al­ 
cohol from making the liver 
fatty. 


Drinking people who fol­ 
low the first can maintain 
they drink for health because 
they drink only beverages 
with the lowest content of 
congeners. These are gin and 
vodka. 


Those who have faith in the 
second can allege they drink 
for health, too, because the 
beverage they drink has con­ 
geners which protect their liv­ 
ers from alcohol. This bever­ 
age, of course, always is the 
one they like best. 
Congeners are fellow-travel- 
ers in alcoholic b e v e r a g e s . 
They are the taste and flavor 
ingredients the b e v e r a g e s 
acquire 
in the methods by 
which they are distilled and/or 
aged. Pure alcohol is tasteless, 
w hether distilled from grain, 
potatoes, prunes or grapes. 
That being so, no two bev­ 
erages have the same kind or 
content of congeners. If they 
did, they’d taste alike. 


unknown reasons, the female 
liver is more sensitive to alco­ 
holic beverage damage than the 
male liver, w hether the liver is 
in a person or a rat.) 


Each beverage went into 
10 rats. Three other groups 
of 10 were the “controls.” 
One group got pure alcohol. 
The other two groups got 
either a saline solution or 
glucose. 
Neither of these 
should react on the liver. 


The chemical m easurem ents 
were of the basic chemical fats 
of the blood plasma and of the 
liver (“free” fatty acids and the 
triglycerides) following t h i s 
forced rat “drinking.” Saline 
and glucose did nothing to 
them. 


Pure alcohol increased their 
amounts dramatically. So did 
the three types of whisky. So 
did cognac, gin and vodka. And 
the amounts of the increases 
were approxim ately the same. 
There were slight differences 
but they are far from being 
significant. 
This is what diLuzio reported 
to the Center of Alcohol Stu­ 
dies at Rutgers University, New 
Brunswick, N.J.
